1 . (currently amended) A method for creating a customized composition at an 
assembling web site, comprising the steps of: 

providing a user interface configured to enable a user to input preference 

data; 

automatically correlating the preference data to a plurality of different sources 
from which graphics related to the preference data are accessible; 

for each of the plurality of different sources of graphics, automatically 
obtaining a reference to a graphic related to the preference data that is accessible 
from that source; and

creating tho s i ng l e a custom composition that includes each obtained 
reference to a graphic and information for positioning each referenced graphic on a 
sequence of pages generated by processing the composition. 

2. (currently amended) The method as defined in claim 1 , the obtaining step 
comprises obtaining a reference to a graphic accessible from a different web site 
from the assembling web site . 

3. (previously presented) The method as defined in claim 2, wherein at least one 
graphic is generated dynamically at the different web site, when the web site is 
accessed. 
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4. (Original) The method as defined in claim 1 , wherein each of a plurality of the 
different sources are on different web sites from said assembling web site. 

5. (Original) The method as defined in claim 1 , wherein the obtaining step 
comprises accessing at least two different web sites and retrieving information 
therefrom.

8. (currently amended) The method as defined in claim 1 , wherein the s i ng le 
custom composition designates a referenced graphic a position on one of the 
sequence of pages that is different relative to that of another referenced graphic. 

9. (Original) The method as defined in claim 1 , wherein at least one of the 
sources is a file. 

10. (Previously Presented) The method as defined in claim 1, further comprising 
serving the composition to an imaging client. 

1 1 . (Previously Presented) The method as defined in claim 1 , further comprising 
printing the composition. 

12. (Previously Presented) The method as defined in claim 1 , further comprising 
sending the composition by email to a designated web site.

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14. (currently amended) A program product comprising computer readable code 
for causing a system to perform the following method steps to create a customized 
composition at an assembling web site: 

providing a user interface configured to enable a user to input preference 

data; 

automatically correlating the preference data to a plurality of different sources 
from which graphics related to the preference data are accessible; 

for each of the plurality of different sources of graphics, automatically 
obtaining a reference to a graphic related to the preference data that is accessible 
from that source; and

1 5. (currently amended) A system for creating a customized composition at an 
assembling web site, comprising: 

a component for providing a user interface configured to enable a user to 
input preference data; 

a component for automatically correlating the preference data to a plurality of 
different sources from which graphics related to the preference data are accessible; 

a component for automatically obtaining, for each of the plurality of different 
sources of graphics, a reference to a graphic related to the preference data that is 
accessible from that source; and 

a component for roco i v i ng a roquost for a s i ng l e compos i t i on, tho compos i t i on 
bo i ng a f il o to i nc l ude roforoncos for access i ng a p l ura li ty of graph i cs, oach graph i c 
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accoss i b l o from ono of a p l ura li ty of d i fferent sources, tho request i nc l ud i ng data 
r e f le ct i v e of i nformat i on supp lie d by a us e r though a us e r i nt e rfac e ;; 

a compon e nt for proc e ss i ng th e data to i d e nt i fy th e p l ura li ty of d i ff e r e nt 



a component for obta i n i ng, for oach of tho p l ura li ty of d i fferent sources, tho 
roforonco to tho graph i c accoss i b l o from that source; and 

a component for creating tho s i ng l e a custom composition that includes each 
obtained reference to a graphic and information for positioning each referenced 
graphic on a sequence of pages generated by processing the composition.
